And we have juſt cauſe to believe, 
that when God ſuffer'd the Royal Martyr 
of this Day to fall a Sacrifice to the 
Rage and Fury of Unreaſonable Men, 
and permitted thoſe reſtleſs and unquiet 
Spirits, to imbrue their hands in rhe In- 
nocent Blood of their Sovereign, it was a 
puniſhment for the People's Sins. 
And as once God in his * Anger gave 
Iſrael a King, fo in his Anger with this 

ation, and becauſe our Sins and pro- 
vocations had made us unworthy of ſo 
great a bleſſing, he took away from us 
his own Anointed, the Breath of our No- 
ftrils, the beſt of Princes, by ſuffering 
the deſigns and Attempts of Treaſon and 
Rebellion to prevail againſt his Sacred 
Perſon. N 

Solomon tells us, that * for the tranſ- 
grelſom of a Land, mary are the Princes 

thereof.

thereof. In which place tho ſome un- 
derſtand the word Many collectively that 
is many at the ſame time, and ſo re- 
ſolve: the Original of that mightily ad- 
mired way of Government, which we call 
a Common wealth, into the Sins of the 
People; yet the general Cutrent of In- 
terpreters runs another way, and explains 
the Words agteeably, that what 1 have 
hicherto diſcoursꝰd, namely, that fo# the 
tranſgreſſion of a Land, tor the Sins of 


the Subjects, God ſuffers their Princes to 


be cut off by violent and untimely Deaths, 
and ſo puniſnheth the People by thoſe Di- 
ſtractions, Confuſions, and Tumults which 
the Change of Governours ordinarily: pro- 
duceth, tho at the ſame time the Princes 
themſel ves, however Pious and Religious, 
are cut off, and fo puniſh'd tot the Peoples 
faults. 7 | * Of} -# 
We ate certainly miſtaken in our Ac - 
counts, take wrong Meaſures of things 
and others than we ought to do, when we 
impute all National Calamities and Pub- 
lick Grieyances to the Faults and Vices, the 
Atheiſm, Profaneneſs, and Irreligion of our 
Governours. And that this is the com- 
mon Cuftom and ordinary Practice of moſt 
Men, a very little converſe with the world 
wou'd make but too evident. 

Doth any Buſineſs of Publick Concern 
miſcarry, tho perhaps from ſuch Circum- 
ſtances as the moſt wiſe and prudent Per- 


fon in the World cou'd neither foreſee

nor prevent, then preſently the Neglect 
and Careleſneſs of our Governours thall 
be tax d, tho' they are the greateſt. Suf- 
ferers themſel ves, and the Miſchief falls 
much more heavy upon them than it doth 
upon any others? Doth the Nation groan 


under the Hand of God? Do we lie un- 


der any grievous Judgment, as Plague, 
Fire, Famine or Sword? Then inſtead of

ing and trying every Man his own ways, 
inſtead of removing the Beam which it 
in our.own Eye, we are wholly taken up 
in magnitying- the More, the ſmall Sins, 
and leſfer Infirmiries of our Rulers and Go- 
verpours. And tho? the Fault lies wholly,or 
chiefly at our own Door, and we cannot but 
kgs our ſelves guilry of the moſt horrible 
Sins and crying Abominations, yet only thoſe 
who are in Authority ſhall be charg'd 
as the Cauſe and — of all the Mi- 


ſeries and Puniſhments we undergo. 
Their Vices ſhall be ript up and repre- 


ſented to the World in the moſt diſmal 
Colours, with all the enhauncing and ag- 
gravating Circumſtances that can be, 
and every malicious Report. and fying 
Story .{hall be advanc'd and paſs current 
far . a known Truth, tho perhaps tis 
built upon no ſtronger Proof than the 

ave Nod or the ſour and melancholy 
— k of him that told it. 

For this is the way of the World, in 
2 the Actions of thoſe *

for them which we ought to do. Inſtead 
of conſidering the Places they are in, and 
their ways of living, and converting in 
the World, that they are expos d to more 
numerous Temptations, greater allure- 
ments, and ſtronger Aſſaults than other 
Men are. Inſtead of this, we ſwell a 
Mole Hill into a Mountain, an Indifferent 
Action into an intollerable Error, and a 
Small Infirmity into a Mortal Sin, mea- 
ſure heir worth, and examine their Acti- 
ons by the moſt exact and rigorous propor- 
tions that can be, and never obſerve the 
Spots of their Lives but through the Mag- 
nifyuig Glaſs of a Cænſorious fancy, | - (+ 
; [whoſe diſtracted times when the Mar. 
yr of this Day was moſt unjuſtly and 
barbarouſly put to Death by his own Subs 


jects, If the Corn was blaſted, Cattel dy d, 


or trading fail'd, the Common People was 
preſently made to believe that they were 
the Sins of the King, the Br/bops, and E- 
vil Cunſellors, which occaſion d all thoſe 
Evils and Miſchiefs that came upon them. 
lo the beginning of the Cui War, no 
queſtion but there were many Honeſt well 
meaning Men who deſign'd no hurt either 
to King or Church, but unhappily falling 
into the Company of Seditious Perſons, 
they themſelves were unwarily drawn in- 
to partnerſhip with them, and in the End 
engag'd in all the Concerns of the F .

* Theſe were the Snares that were laid, 
and the Pits that were dig'd for the Mar.

- In thoſe Days of Rebellion the Charcd 
was given out to be in Danger, that the 
King was an Oppreſſor of Good Men, uns 
mertiful, and inclining to Tyranny, And 
the better to render him ridiculous before 
the People, to bring him under open Con- 
tempt, to expoſe him to Scorn, and to des 
bafe his Government, falſe Stories and Ca- 
lumnies were infus d into the heads of his 
 Subjefs, to amuſe and aſtoniſh them. And 
ro carry on their Deſigu, they 2 in 
every Street, made hideous Exclamations, 
popular Declarations, and plaufible ha- 
rangues it was high time for God and Good 
Men, ſuch as 7 themſelves to be, to 
ſet about a thorough Reformation, that fo 
Religion might fouri/h, and the Church 
become Glorious.

ten parts in the King ſaid the Ten Tribes. 
Whole Kingdoms ſhare and partake in the 
Happineſs and Proſperity of their Princes, 
as they likewiſe do in their Misfortunes 
and Miſeries; and therefore what St. Paul 
ſpoke concerning the Natural Body may 
here with equal Reaſon be apply d to the 
Body Politick, to publick Societies and 
Communities of Men, * If one Member, 
eſpecially if our principal Member ſuffers, 
all the Members ſuffer with it, and if one 
Member be honour'd, all the Members re- 
Joice with it.

There is ſo near 2 Relation, ſo cloſe a 
Union and Connexion between a Prince 
and! his People, that it is utterly impoſ- 


ſible the People ſhou'd be happy, except 
the Prince be ſo too, and therefore in 


ſerving him we ſerve our ſelves. and when 
we pray for him, the Benefit of our Prayers 
doth not only terminate upon his on 
Perſon only, but returns back with Ad- 
vantage into our own Boſoms, and by how 
much the more we advance his Intereſt 
and Happineſs, by ſo much the more we 
do by plain Conſequence farther and pro- 
mote our own, and therefore if we acted 
only from Principles of Self - Intereſt, 
from the Love of our ſelves, and our 
own Eaſe and Happineſs we ſhou'd yet 
be perſwaded to Pray for Kings, and all 
that are in Autbority, ſeeing our own 
Protection and Security, the quiet Enjoy- 
ment of our Live, our Eſtates, our Li- 
berties and Priviledges depends entirely 
upon their Safety and Welfare. Tis by
